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Haar explores Boston's planning agenda 


Boston is in the midst of enormous physical 
change. Two dozen acres of new downtown 
land will soon appear over the depressed 
Central Artery, civic discussion continues over 
the possibility of building over the Turnpike in 
downtown Boston and, of course, much of the 
City’s attention is focused on the emerging 
neighborhood in the South Boston Seaport 
District and on the waterfront in general. 


In this month’s installment of “Exploring 
Design”, the BSA Lecture Series at the Boston 
Public Library, Boston Redevelopment 
Authority planner Linda Haar examines the 
evolution of Boston's waterfront in the 
context of the City’s physical and 
economic history and the City’s plan- 
ning agenda for the beginning of this 
century. Haar’s presentation on March 
21 includes a brief history of Boston's 
geological history and travels through 
the early years of Boston as 
community and then explores the 
changing character of our post-indus- 
trial waterfront areas today.

Urban design gains new voice 
on BSA board 


Marc Margulies AIA has been appointed the first 
BSA Commissioner of Urban Design, a new seat on 
the BSA Board of Directors. Proposed by the Board 
last year and approved by the membership at the 
Annual Meeting in December, the new seat recog- 
nizes the uncommon significance of urban design 
and development issues facing the City of Boston at 
this time. 


In a memo proposing this new seat on the Board, 
last year's president Michael Hicks AIA noted that 
"it is an unusual — and unusually significant — 
moment in Boston's evolution as a city." Hicks 
observed that "the depression of the Central Artery 
and the public dialogue about the uses of the land 
that will emerge over the depressed highway, the 
development of a huge new neighborhood in the 
South Boston Waterfront District, the development 
of a Municipal Harbor Plan to govern waterfront 
development for decades to come, a public debate 
over Turnpike air-rights development possibilities, 
the continuing debate over appropriate kinds of 
public-sector/private-sector collaboration in land 
development and use, the palpable crisis in the 
State's need for infrastructure repair of everything 
from roads and bridges to schools, colleges and other 
public buildings, the city's undeniable need for 
housing and the zoning and planning changes that 
implies, and the critical debate over appropriate 
kinds of urban and suburban planning and growth 
are among the more apparent opportunities and 
responsibilities facing all of us." 


Hicks also noted that "the evolution of planning and 
economic development roles of the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority and other public agencies 
heightens our awareness of the changing dynamics of 
our public policy-making framework." 


As the first Commissioner of Urban Design, 
Margulies is charged to coordinate and manage the 
efforts of the Board, the Urban Design Committee 
and other urban design leaders and all BSA commit- 
tees, task forces, program leaders and appointed del- 
egates to public advisory bodies addressing urban 
design and related public policy issues...and with 
shaping BSA policy on these issues with the Board 
of Directors. 


For decades, the Urban Design Committee has been 
the BSA's central force and primary voice of the pro- 
fession in addressing urban design issues and it has 
enriched the public dialogue about the growth of the 
city. In more recent years, however, a large number 
of other BSA groups has moved effectively into the 
public policy arena — the Legislative Affairs 
Committee, the Housing Committee, the Task Force 


to End Homelessness, the Codes and Regulations 
Committee, the Growth Management Task Force 
(now consolidated with the Civic Initiative for a 
Livable New England), the Committee on the 
Environment (formerly Architects of Social 
Responsibility), the Design Committee, the 
Educational Facilities Committee, the Healthcare 
Facilities Committee, the Historic Resources 
Committee, the Regional Design Committee and 
others. 


"To be astute translators of the profession's best 
thinking about the opportunities before us, to be 
effective and useful public interpreters of planning 
and design proposals, to speak with a convincing 
public voice on these issues for the next decade, and 
to influence public-sector and private-sector deci- 
sion-making effectively," noted Hicks at the Annual 
Meeting, "we believe a central coordinating role at 
the Board level is a wise and obvious step for us to 
make."

Energy code change is 
effective now 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) has adopted new require- 
ments for energy conservation to be included in the 
State Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The 
new provisions took effect on January 1 and they 
constitute an entire replacement of the current 
Chapter 13, which affects all new commercial and 
high-rise residential buildings in Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utili- 
ties, offered a year-long series of training seminars 
offered on the new energy code last year and repeats 
this series beginning this month. Architects, engi- 
neers, interior designers, contractors and others are 
encouraged to attend. For more information about 
the training schedule and registration, and to see the 
content of the new requirements, visit the BBRS 
Web site at www.state.ma.us/bbrs/energy.htm or for 
schedule and meeting information, call/write the .

Green building tax credit 
may become law 


With leadership from the BSA’s Committee on the 
Environment and the invaluable help of the BSA 
Legislative Affairs Committee, Indoor Air Quality 
Committee, and our profession’s legislative advisor 
George Bachrach, the Green Building Coalition in 
Massachusetts has filed the Green Building Tax 
Credit Bill in the Massachusetts State Legislature. 


The bill would provide tax credits to building devel- 
opers, owners and tenants who — for commercial 
and multi-family residential buildings — invest in 
measures to increase energy efficiency, improve 
indoor air quality, and reduce the environmental 
impacts of buildings. However, filing the bill is only 
a first step; we require strong and active support of 
every BSA member and every person in 
Massachusetts who understands the importance of 
green building processes and materials. 


Dozens of State Representatives and State Senators 
already have signed on to the bill, as have numerous 
organizations that have joined the Green Building 
Coalition.

Historic neighborhoods can be 
protected from groundwater 


Deteriorated groundwater levels are damaging 
underground wood pilings, the foundation of struc- 
tural support for buildings. This environmental con- 
dition, apparently unique to the city of Boston, 
threatens neighborhoods, homes and other historic 
buildings. It has happened in Chinatown, the 
Fenway, on Beacon Hill, and even in the Back Bay. 


The Boston Groundwater Trust reports that over 
2,000 acres of metropolitan Boston are vulnerable to 
foundation damage of this kind. Mayor Menino 
recently helped resuscitate the Trust, which had been 
quiescent for several years. The Trust has developed a 
partnership with geotechnical engineers and with 
Wentworth Institute of Technology to provide tech- 
nical assistance and research investigators.

Is your Web site damaging 
your business? 
ABSA member recently sent this e-mail to the BSA: 


‘A friend wants to do a substantial addition to his 
house and has asked me to recommend some appropriate 
architects (this happens a lot to me). I like to screen 
architecture firms by Web site. Click on a site, see some 
project images, get a sense of the firm’s personality...you 
can tell pretty quickly if you might have a candidate. 1 
like to use the BSA Web site to take advantage of the 
links to member firms’ Web sites. Here’s a tip about 
architecture firm Web sites: I think that BSA members 
who don't post images on a Web site are doing them- 
selves a serious disservice. Established firms without sites 
look like as if they are either behind the techno-curve or 
don't really want new clients. Young firms, which are 
presumably technically facile, look like they are strug- 
gling too much to have the time and money to put a site 
together, which suggests that they are probably also inex- 
perienced and, therefore, not a firm to be trusted with a 
project. I have to say that some architects are in effect 
making it hard to recommend them. I'll bet Im not 
alone in this. Most of us don't really know very much 
about one another's work and I suspect a lot of archi- 
tects get asked for recommendations or want to make 
suggestions for clients they cannot serve themselves.” 


This letter came in the same mail with warnings 
from two design-firm consultants. 


An article titled “Errant Web Sites” in a recent issue 
of Principal’s Report offered these suggestions about 
Web sites: 


© “Put function before form. Avoid bells and whis- 
tles — such as ‘flash’ intros — that confuse rather 
than enlighten. 


© “Don’t simply put your brochure online. What is 
interesting on paper can become boring when seen 
on screen. Recast your brochure to fit the screen for- 
mat. 


© “Avoid features that don’t work, such as blind 
buttons. 


“Don't make life hard for the user. For example, 
avoid features that excessively slow the use of the 
site, such as music or huge pictorial .jpg or .tif files. 


© “Make it easy for users to respond whether they 
are asking for more information about your firm, 
applying for a job, etc. 


© “Be sure to measure the bottom-line impact of 
your site by investing in a reliable visitor and hit- 
tracking system.” 


In another piece of mail focusing on Web sites, 
Zweig White, the design-firm consulting group in 
Natick, offered these tips: 


© Determine what you want your Web site to do 
before you design it. Are you trying to change a 
stodgy image? trying to get the phone to ring? trying 
to make your firm look like a great place to work? 


© Be sure your Web site is integrated into your 
overall marketing strategy. 


© Conduct brief interviews with a few of your 
clients to learn more about their views on Web sites 
and find out what attracts them to certain sites, what 
keeps them coming back, what drives them away, 
etc. 


© Determine how much interactive or revolving 
content, portfolio content, and special features will 
make up this site — are you going to need the Rolls 
Royce of Web sites to achieve your ends or will a 
Toyota do? 


© Determine how your site should be organized and 
what its focus will be — site navigation is tremen- 
dously important as is the tone or personality of the 
site (too many bells, whistles, animations, and other 
gimmicks will send visitors clicking for the exit). 


© Determine how you can avoid looking like a sec- 
ond-rate operation. The prospective clients don't 
need a 1,000-word firm history. Show them what 
you can do for them now. 


© Develop a plan for regular maintenance of the 
content — maintenance should be weekly, maybe 
even daily.
